To tell y ou th e truui, in th ese 
day s of m ush rooming tech noligies 
nobody knows ex actly wh at de­ 
velopm ents w e’ll see; let alone do 
we know precisely h ow th ey will 
affect people’s lives. 
About all we know for sure is 
th at, like th e first cavem an wh o 
burned h is h and over a fire, we ll 
be surprised. 
But wh en y ou take a look at all 
th e benefits m an derived from th e 
discovery of fire, th en y ou 
get 
some faint idea of wh at today ’s 
space research m igh t lead to. 


SPACE TRAVEL today is about 
wh ere th e aviation industry was 
wh en its h ottest aircraft was a 
h ot a ir balloon. 
In general, I am convinced th at 
all m ankind will 
benefit vastly 
from 
th e 
by -products 
of 
new 
knowledge to be gained th rough 
space ex ploration. 
No doubt all branch es of sci­ 
ence and industry 
will 
undergo 
ch ange. Some ch anges 
m ay 
be 
m inor, some radical. 
Certainly th ose wh o work for a 
living, as well as th e oth ers, wili 
lead m ore satisfy ing lives. 
Surely with th e advancem ent of 
science and tech nology , man will 
h ave greater opportunities f o r 
study , 
h ealth ful 
recreation and 
creative pursuits. 
As m an moves from th e m a­ 
ch ine age into th e atom ic era, h e 
won’t h ave to devote 
so 
m uch 
time to scratch ing for a living. 
He will h ave time, at last, to lead 
a rich er, fuller life in every way . 


NEW KNOWLEDGE 
will 
pro­ 
vide m an with more com forts . . . 
but at th e sam e tim e with m ore 
ch allenges.

As m ore and more people get 
w rapped up in th e m y steries and 
revelations of space ex ploration, 
th en m ore and more of us will 
sh are personally in th e ex citem ent 
and ach ievem ents ah ead. 
As I talk with people h ere and 
th ere around th e country , I’m be­ 
com ing more convinced daily th at 
people ~ most of th em, any way — 
are as curious as we scientists 
are about w h at's out th ere. 


PEO PLE WORKING in th e fol­ 
lowing fields are bound to see and 
feel some ch anges soon: 
Communications; 
Wh en world­ 


wide satellite comm unications be­ 
come a reality with in th e nex t 
th ree or four y ears, th en man can 
comm unicate by radio, television 
and teleph one — by unjam m able, 
/uninterrupted m eans — from any 
point on earth to any oth er in all 
kinds of weath er. Th ose working 
in th is field sh ould see th eir h ori­ 
zons widen in all directions. 
Construction: Somebody 's going 
to h ave to design, construct, erect 
and m aintain m an’s first h ouse 
on th e moon before too long. 
Electronics: Even greater 
ad­ 
vancem ents in electronics will be 
forth coming th at will touch and 
improve every one’s life 
in 
one 
way or anoth er. 
Navigation: With th e 
h elp of 
navigation satellites man — as h e 
rides, sails, flies or craw ls over 
th e earth — will at long last know 
ex actly wh ere h e is. And for th e 
first time we will h ave a decent 
m ap of th e wh ole world. 
Medicine: Space medicine is al­ 
ready

specialty , and 
research 
in 
th is 
area will become more vital and 
beneficial th an ever as man h im ­ 
self continues to penetrate space. 
Education: Not only will m any 
new 
teach ing aids 
be 
develop­ 
ed as a by -product of th e space 
age, but more th an ever before 
in h istory teach ers will face th e 
enorm ous task of keeping up with 
— and passing on to students — 
th e new knowledge th at will flood 
in from all directions. 
W eath er: 
Th e 
sh ipper,

knowledge to work for h im. 


Wh en Luigi Galvam (using h is 
electric arc) m ade a frog's leg 
jum p by running a 
c u r r e n t 
th rough it about 170 y ears ago, 
wh at earth ly good was it? 


Not much really . Ex cept it got 
h im into a big argum ent w i t h 
Count Volta about wh eth er t h e 
source of th e electricity was th e 
frog leg or th e arc. 


Th is focused so much attention 
on electric currents th at electrical 
research was push ed ah ead rapid­ 
ly and unex pectedly . And, as we 
know today , 
with 
tremenoudsly 
fruitful results. 


Nobody ’s say ing th at th e elec­ 
trical industry sprang from Gal- 
vani’s frog. About th e only fact 
h e learned from th e ex perim ent 
was th at an electric current would 
m ake th e leg jump. 
But it is from such simple facts 
th at migh ty inventions grow.

Wh at does economic w arfare 
m ean? In th e cold war, it can 
be of tremendous value in de­ 
terring th e enemy . For th e Com­ 
m unists are infiltrating w h erever 
th ey can and making trouble for 
th e Western Allies. 


Th us, in Italy , th e Communists 
h ave some sort of working a r­ 
rangem ent with officials 
in 
a 
state-owned company wh ich buy s 
oil from th e Soviets at low rates 
and

Th e Communists, of course, foot 
th e bill and th e objective is to 
demoralize and disrupt th e wh ole 
oil traffic.

Th e more th e subject is ex ­ 
amined. th e more it becomes ap­ 
parent th at m any people in th e 
United States and Europe wh o 
h ave been concentrating on th e 
political or th e m ilitary ph ases 
of th e cold w ar h ave not become 
aw are of th e implications of th e 
ph rase 
“economic w arfare.” 


OBVIOUSLY, 
no operation of 
th is kind can be successful with ­ 
out th e wh ole-h earted backing of 
th e different governments of th e 
West.
